Paid Deceased Wm. Taylor, 


Father of Our City Editor 


By Life Time Friends in Morgan Co.- 


Harry Returned Today and Will 


Resume His Duties Next Week. 


After an illness of two weeks with 


typhoid fever Ex-Sheriff Win. Taylor 
died on Friday morning of last week. 
The deceased was one of the best 
known men in Morgan county and 
had as many warm friends as any 
man. He was born in Blocm town- 
ship May 24th, 1843, and spent all 
his life in the county, except a 
couple of years at Canal Dover where 
he was in charge of a salt 
furnace. 


He was afterward engaged in the 
same business for several years below 
McConnclsville, being owner of the 
salt works. In 1884 he was elected 
fiheriff of Morgan cjunty on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket, running'ahead of his 
ticket. lie made an excellent olllcer. 
Two other times he was nominated 
to the same office- but was defeated, 
although both times running far 
ahead of his ticket, the last time in 
1895 getting 1,000 votes moro than 
Jas. E, Campbell, who headed the 
ticket fnr governor. 
In 1888 he en- 


tered the grocery business in McCon- 
nelaville, lirst in the Sherwood build- 
ing and later in 1889 succeeded C. O. 
Games in the Stanbery 
building, 


where he continued until the time of 
his death. He married Frances Bell 
May 6th, 1867, who died Jan. 
1st, 


1890. 
In June, 1892, he married 


Mrs. 
Jennie Shelb, who 
survives 


him. 
He leaves two children, Harry 


E. and George M. Taylor, one son, 
Charles, having died several years 
ago. 
Two J|nephews and a brother 


have made their home with the de- 
ceased for several years and 
will 


greatly miss him. He was a Mason 
and Odd Fellow, and his 
funeral 


Sunday afternoon was under 
the 


auspices of the latter order, and was 
conducted by Rev. Floyd of the M. 
E. church of which the deceased was 
a member. 
He became a member 


first of the Sherwoods M. E. church 
in 1878 and had his membership 
transferred to McConnelsville. 
His 


widow and two sons will receive 82,- 
000 life insurance carried in the Odd 
Fellows' Beneficial association.

Taylor was a kind, good man. 
He 


made every man with whom ho came 
in contact his friend.

territory and honor. 


Threats of Carlists are now so open 


that al! classes of newspapers denounce 
their propaganda. The Madrid press 
sarcastically advises the governnfent to 
allow Itaelf again to be painfully sur- 
prised by tho CarUst rising, as it was 
by the Cuban and Philippine rebel- 
lions, General Weyler is regarded by 
Spanish officers as the most powerful 
and popular among them. He seems 
inclined to avoid political intrigues and 
even shows a disposition to support 
Senor Sagasta and the queen regent. 
Neither Marshal Campos nor General 
PoJarieja enjoys equal prestige with 
the army.
